The American outposts returned the 


ire with such vigor that the Filipino 
fire was checked until the arrival ol 
re-enforcements. All the troops in the 
vicinity were hurried out, and th' 
Filipinos ceased firing for half an 
lour, while their own re-enforcements 
:ame up; . 
At 10 o'clock the firing was resumed 


the American firing line consisting of 
the Third artillery, the Kansas and 
Montana 
regiments, the Minnesota 


regiment, the Pennsylvanlas, the Ne- 
braskans, the Utah battery, the Ida- 
hos, the Washingtons, the Califor- 
nians, the Fourth cavalry, North Da- 
kota volunteers, Sixth artillery and 
Fourteenth Infantry, the South Dakota 
and the Colorado regiments. 


The Filipinos 
concentrated 
their 


forces at three points—Caloocan, San- 
ta Mesa and Gallngatan—and main- 
tained an Intermittent fusillade for 
some, hours. At about midnight there 
was a lull in the firing, lasting until 
3:45 a. m., when the whole Filipino 
line reopened fire. The Americans 
poured a terrific fire into the darkness 
for twenty minutes, and then there 
was another lull until daylight, when 
the Americans generally advanced. 


During the night, in response to Ad- 


miral Dewey's- signals, flashed across 
from Cavite, the United States cruiser 
Charleston and the gunboat Concord, 
stationed at Malabon, poured a deadly 
fire from their secondary batteries into 
the Filipino trenches at Calopcan. 


After daylight the United States

After they had been firing upon Gen.

Cross Society, Col. Duboce ordered the 
huts to be cleared and burned. . The 
Filipinos concentrated in Paco church 
and convent, where they .made'a de- 
termined stand in the upper . stories.. 
A platoon of Californians stationed on 
a neighboring bridge maintained a hot 
fire on-the Filipinos, but was unable 
to dislodge them. In the face: of a. ter- 
rible fusillade 'Col. Duboce and a few 
volunteers dashed 
into, the church, 


scattered coal oil inside of it, set fire 
to the church and retired. 


The Americans. captured fifty-three. 


>f the rebels and during the fighting 
bout the church twenty of the rebels 
were killed. .

Another intensely- exciting-incident 


occurred during the engagement. The 
Washingtons and Idahps and compa- 
nies K and M of the Californians made 
charges across the rice' fields between 
Paco 'and Santa Ana in the face of a 
terrific fusillade.

which they passed is covered, with 
dead and wounded natives.. The former 
are being buried in group's of'five or 
six about where they' lay 'and' thV lat- 
ter are being .brought, 'to the hospi- 
tal. It was at this stage of the" fight-, 
ing and at Caloocan that the Filipinos 
suffered their heaviest losses.

and Col. Duboce was compelled to rush 
past them with the reserve in order 
to prevent the regulars from being cut 
off. In the last line twelve, men were 
killed before the rebels retired .

Both sides cheered frequently duTv 


ing the engagement. .The . American 
"hurrahs" were almost invariably met 
by derisive "vivas." Among the na- 
tives the Tgorotes were especially, no- 
dceable for their bravery, about 700 
of these naked savages facing artillery 
fire with their hows and arrows.

the New York Times. It seems to be 
necessary once in awhile to get a new 


fad, 
the old ones having been run into

:hlnk. There are a great variety of 
Indian baskets; some of them are very 
rare, and the Indians will not dupli- 
cate them. A man sent $25 ->into a 
store the other day and asked if they 
would send him as good a collection as 
they rcould of the baskets of the In- 
ilans of the northwest, of which they 
lave many varieties. .One 
of these 


Baskets, a very large one, as large as 
a small clothes hamper, and the larg- 
est made, was sold the other day for 
122. It was made by an Indian' woman 
of the KHckitat tribe; it took her two 
•ears to make it, and it was not fin- 
shed< when sold. There is a peculiar 
uperstition about finishing baskets, 
and a woman under a certain age will- 
not finish one because of the bad luck 
t will bring her. ' The last strand of 
his big basket was cut off and left 
mfinished. The basket was riot only 
he largest made, but the KHckitat In- 
:ians are no longer making baskets. 
There are some bottles covered with 
lead-work by the Alaska Indians, a 
most interesting Alaska doll that sells 
or $2, and a wooden canoe made by 
he Alaskans. One of the interesting 
laskets. of the Indians of the. north- 
western part of this country is the rat-' 
lesnake basket, but it is difficult to 
get one.

in England, are now considered iurli-.- 
pensable in high buildings, but ou t!i'> 
European:cuntinent they are but selilnii; 
found; even in the better hotels. ; 1'bis 
is the more surprising since the inven- 
tion originated iu central Europe. The 
earliest mention of the elevator is made 
in a- letter of Napoleon I addressed to 
bis wife, the Archciuchess Maria Louise. 
He writes to her that when in iSchoeu- 
brnnn, then the summer.-residence of 
the Austrian emperor, near Vienna, 
he. used the "chaise volaute' 
(flying 


chair) in that--oastle,--wljinh had been 
constructed for Empress Maria Theresa, 
to save her the annoyance 'of climbing 
up the long flights of stairs. It consist- 
ed of a small square room, sumptuously 
furnished with hangings "of. red- silk 
and suspended by strong 'ropes, with 
counterweights, so that it could -be 
pulled or let down with great ease in a 
shaft built for the purpose about'1760. 
The great Corsican mentions that when 
be first entered the "flying chair" he 
was asked for his weight and that of 
his two companions, probably,in order 
to employ the proper counterweights,
